determination to give the city financial relief. 
In 


the beginning of its career it faces the fact that of every 
dollar it collects in various forms of taxation, 66 cents 
must go to the payment of bonds and interest, leaving 
only 34 cents to nicer the city's current needs. 


In carrying out its determination to ]>ut an end to a 


fiscal policy which ir.ast eventually destroy the city's 
credit and bring it face to face with insolvency, the mem- 
bers of council and Mayor Beaton are doing their best to 
hit upon some plan to pay off as mudi as they can ol" 
present obligations and in the future to conduct munici- 
pal affairs upon a pay-as-you-go policy. 


The nearest the authorities ha^e come to deciding 


upon such a policy is what is knov. n as an occupational 
tax. This form of taxation has been fully diseased in 
public gatherings and meeting? of council. If it is adopt- 
ed v/e will have the experience of other municipalities to 
guide us in the framing of such a taxation measure and 
the means employed elsewhere to collect it. 


Naturally, this plan has already met opposition. 
It 


may be assumed that council and the mayor recognize 
the inequalities and the injustices involved in r.uch a 
scheme quite as fully as the objectors. 
If ihis plan is 


turned down and some other plan adopted, this plan, too, 
will be opposed. 
There will be those to point out its, 


inequalities and urge its defeat. 


The truth is any form of taxation which imposes the 


burden on production, on industry, will be unjust. 
This 


paper has devoted much space in i!m column to pointing 
out the objections to all such methods of raising public 
revenues. 
The only difference in the opposition this 


- paper has voiced to all such taxation schemes and the 


opposition the administration is now encountering in its 
praiseworthy effort to wipe the slate clean and put Co- 


- shocton in the meagre list of cities which arc debt free 
is that the objectors who are now raising their voices in 
"protest have simply contented themselves with destructive 
criticism, while we have tried to point to a way which 
-will not only be just and scientific, but which will reach 
an end that will elevate any community which adopts it 
to a plane of permanent solvency and prosperity. 


The trouble at present, however, is that, in the words 


-of President Cleveland, "it is a condition which confronts 
us, and not a theory." To shift all taxes from industry 
and place them where they belong, on land values, is im- 
practicable because of a foolish constitutional bar which 
, botl\ site value advocates and ciassificationists have tried 
"in Tain for more than a decade to have removed from 
the state's organic lav.-. 


It is for this reason that this paper is willing (o sup- 


- port any plan which the local authorities may sec fit to 
•adopt for the purpose of affording immediate relief. If 
rthe several states and the nation raised their taxes in the-, 
right way there would be no need for any kind of char- 
ity anywhere beneath the folds of the Stars and Stripes. 
But neither the states nor the nation have ever tried to 
raise revenue under a scientific, just, workable fiscal • 


- policy and consequently the land is filled with involun- 
,tary poverty and the need for chanty abounds on every 
hand. The obviously humane, policy, then, is not to turn 
deaf ears to the pleas for charity, but to relieve deserving! 
want on every hand while striving to educate the people' 
everywhere to the injustice of our present economic sys- 
tem and to bring about a popular realization that there, 
is a. better way, a way in which taxes may be raised in, 
fairness to ail and with a minimum expense of collection.! 


We repeat, then, that no one knows better than the 


present city authorities that whatever plan may be final-i 
ly adopted, it will be attended with unfortunate features. 
It will be unfair both to labor and capita!. 
It will find : 


bitter opposition and the longer it is in effect the greater 
•will The opposition become. It is for this reason that we 
believe it is the duty nf the administration, while plead-' 
ing for some means to eiul the intolerable conditions \ 
which beset us. to guarantee that whatsoever plan is' 
adopted is oniy an emergency measure which will' be re- 
pealed as soon as the emergency is met. 


It is on this basis that we propose TO give all the aid 


to the emergency lax measure the city finally adonis that ' 
free and fair publicity can give it. But in giving this aid 
we do not propose to cease urging in season and out the 
necessity of eventually giving TO all Ohio cities more lati- 
tude in local fiscal affairs. 
With this end in view we 


have always supported the plans of the ciassificationists. 
not because classification of property is either a fair or a 
permanent fiscal policy, hut becatise in order to gel
